\ \ 7Rirs being iſſued tor ſummoning a 
Parliament to meet at a day certain, 
in calc the Mecting were prorogued, it was 


done by a Commitlion direCted ro both 


Houſes ; 1a which caſe the Lords being ſer 
11 their places covered, the Houſe of Com- 
mons tent for and come to thc Bar, ſtanding 
there uncovered, the Lord Chancellor or 
Lord Kceper being likewiſe (in rctpect he 
ſpake to both rhe Houles) uncovered, uſed 
to declare, T hat for tome re ons the King 
or Queen had thought fe ro prorogue rhe 
Parliament to a furthcr day, anc Accor +» 
ly had direQtcd a Commiſhon under v2 
Great Scal, which was read : And there- 
upon the Lord Chancellor or Lord Keeper, 
declared rhe Court to be prorogucd. 

If the Prorovation were occaſtoned by 
ſon Accidenr, lo as it were put off for a day , 
or two(as 112 Eliz,.vwhon on theday appoint- 
ed the Lords bing mcr, notice was given to 
the Commons, who without any appear.nce 
of their Namrs raken by the Lord Seeward 
B and

and Lord TI reaſurer (fo the Entry is made 
in the Journal of the Commons) went up 
tothe Lords Houſe, where the Lord Keeper 
declar'd rhe Queens preſcar Indifpoſition of 
Health, and had therefore {ci a Writ to 
adjourn till the next day; ) the fame was 
done without a Proclamation. 

Dur it it were prorogued for a longer time, 
a Proclamation was ufually iſſued. $0 18 
Fac. the Parliament ſummoned to meet the 
16th. of Fanuary, was by Proclamation pro- 
rogued to the 23d. Nevertheleſs, the Lords 
and Commons met, and the fame was pro- 
rogued by Writ, under the Creat Seal, f19n- 
ed by the Kings Hand, and rcad in the Lords 
Houſe; npon reading whereof the Lord 
Chancellor did pronounce the Prorogation. 
5021 Jacob, 12 Feb. and 16 of Feb. 

It no Prorogation were made, the Lords 
being met in the Houſe, fitting in their 
Robcs,and the King being pretent,che Genrle- 
man Uther was fent to give notice to the 
Commons, who being come into the Room, 
the King ſometimes himſelf, but commonly 
the Lord Chancellor or Kceper of rhe Great 
Seal, did declare the caulc of calling the Par- 
liament, and did fignifhc ro the Commons 
the Kings Pleaforc, char chey ſhould reſort 
to their Houſe and make choice of a Speak- 
er, and preſent him torhe King ar a certain 
day then appointed, |

MT” He Lord Chancellor or Lord Keeper 

for the time being, was by his Olſhce 
Sneaker of the Houle, managing the buſt- 
neſs of the Houle. 

[t was his Duty todeclare (in caſethe King 
did not himfelt) the cauſe of calling rhe 
Parl'ament; and in calc of prorogation, to 
declare the occation of fach Prorogation, 
and to cauſe the Writ ro be read, and then 
to prorogue the Parliament. 

In caſe the King were prcfent, and did de- 
Clare tie cauſe of Cailing rhe Parliament, 
vert ordinarily he did refer ſomething to be 
foken by the Lord Chancellor or Lord 
Keeper, -who dia alſo declare the Kings 
Pleaſure, rhat the Commons ſhould refort 
to their Houſe, and chute a Speaker, and 
manv times appointed a time - for preſent- 
ing him tothe King. 

In caſz of Sicknels or other Ditabitiry of 
tne Lord Chancelloror Lord Keeper, during 
rac Parliament, the King did ultally dire? 
a Commiſhon to the Lord Cluect Juſtice of 
the Kinvs Bench, during pleaſure, to fup-

When the Speaker did {peak rothe Houle, 
he was alway uncovered ; nor was he to ad- 
urn the Houſs, or to do any thing elſe at 
the movth of the Houje, without the con- 
{ent of the Lords firſt had, except the ordi- 
nary buſmets about Bills (as pretcrring one 
Bill before another, or the likc,) wherein 
che Lords might aiſoover rule: and if there- 
in, or in any thing cle there were any dit- 
ference, it was to be determined by x Que- 
{tzon. | 

If the Speaker would ſpeak to any thing 
indebatc particularly, he was to go to his 
own placc in the Houſe (as an Officer of 
Bratc,) and to ſpeak there, and then to re- 
turn ro the place of Speaker. 


CHAP. Iv. 
The firſt Days Work, 


He firit Work cither at the beginning 

of a Parliament or a Scflion, was to 

read a Bill, and chen to name perſons for 
receiving Petitions ro the Houle. 

Some were appointed for receiving all 
Petitions for Envland, Scotland and Ireland, 
others for Petitions from Gaſcoigne, and 0- 
cher Itlands. 

To cach of theſe Services, thcre were 
uſually appointed five pertons of rhe Judges 
and other Afſfiltants of the Houte, viz. co 
each, one of the Chicf Juſtices or Chief 
Baron, two other of the Judges, and rwo 
Maſters of the Chancery. 

There were alſo appointed feycral Lords 
for I rial of theſe Petitions. 

For the Petitions for England, Scotland 
and Ireland, wcre ulually appointed rhe 
L ord Treaſurer, Lord Pretident of rhe 
Council, Lord Admiral, and other great 
Officers of Stare, and ſome others ot the 
Nobility. 

For the other Petitions divers Lords were 
appointed, 
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y The firſt Days Wark. 


The Names of thete were read by the 
Clerk. 

On this day there uſec! to be appointed 
a Committee to review the Orders of the 
Houſe, and to rake contideration of the 
Priviledpes of che Lords, ani ro fre that 
from time to rime the {ame were duly ob- 
{crved. 

Of Jattcr times a Roll was uſually read 
containing the Orders of the Houle, ai 
then other buſincis done. 


CHAP. V. 
Speaker of the Commons preſented. 


He Commons having choſen their 

Speaker he was preſented to the 
King in full Parliament, (fomerimes it hath 
been done at IWhite-ball in che preſence of the 
Lords and Commons, but ordinarily in 
the Lords Houlc,) where he received ap- 
probation. 

When a Parliament hath been prorogued, 
and the Speaker hath dicd in the interim, 
it mav a —_— what the courſe hath been by 
theſe inſtances. 

In the ſecond Seſſion of the Parliament 
held 2 Ez. the Speaker of the Commons 
being dcad, the Houle art their mecting ſent 
a Meſſage to the Lords, to be a means to 
the Queen that they might chulſe anorher 
Speaker , which the Lords promited to do, 
defiring ſome of che Commons Houle, be- 
ing of the Privy Council, might be joined, 
and the Lords named, the Lord Keeper, 
the Duke of Norfolk, the Lord Treaſurer, 
and the Marqueſs of Ner: hampton, to move 
the Queen thercin. 

The next day the Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſſes. went up to the Lords, where was 
read a Commilhon directed ro the Lord 

Keeper, 


\ 
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Keeper, to intimate rhe Queens Licenſe to 
the Houſe of Commons ti; proceed to the 
EleCtion ot a Spcaker,wherenpon Mr.Comp- 
troller, a Member of the Commons, moved 
cheir Lordſhips, that Richard On/low, Fig; 
the Quicens Solicitor, might be rettorcd to 


join in their Election as a Burnet ror Stein- 
ing in Norfolk. Upon conſolation had a- 
mong, the Lords, he was fent down with 
the Queens Serjxant at Law and Attorneys 
General. ro ſhew reatons again!t ir, becauſe 
of his Office and Writ of Attc1cnce in the 
Upper-Houſe ; but It was adjudged Nc Was 
a Member ot that Houic, and was chofen 
Spcakecr. 

The Itke was done in the third Sefton 
of the forurth Parliament of thar Queen, 
upon the death of Sir Robert bell, Spcaker, 
who dicd during the Proropation.

Hen any Member of the Houſe did 
\ ſpeak, he did addreſs his Specch to 
the reſt ot the Lords in general, and not par- 
ticularly ro the Speaker. 

He who did ſpcak ftood up uncovered, 
nor was he in his Spcech to name any Mem- 
ber of the Houſe, bit by ſome reterence ; 
as, the Lord chart laſt tpake, or Jaſt but 
one, cc. or by tome other 11gnthcation, 

Tune 13. 1626, (Ordercd, That to prevent 
miſunderſtanding, and for arvoding offenſive 
Speeches in Debates or at Commit tces, all perſonal, 
ſharp, or taxing Speeches ſhall be forborn., and 
whoſoever an{wereti another Mans Speech, ſhall 
apply bas Anſwer to the matter, without wrong ta 
the Perſon, 

Anu as nothing offenſive 1s to be ſpoken, 
io nothing 1s to be ill raken : If the Party 
that ſpake ſhall preſently raake a fair Expo- 
{ition or clearDenia! of the words that might 
bear an ill conſtruction. And if any Offence 
be given in that kind, as the Houle ir (clt 
will ke very ſcnlible thereot, fo it will ſharp+ 
ly cenſure the Offender, and give the Par-

any Nobleman, | .29er thea whiles he 
brought in his Lord, and then retired. 

The hr{c Or rand aay the Sh ht WitsS 
uſually cxlled. and notice taken of ſach as 
wereablinc, who had not cither fent their 
Proxies, or were not CXc'uicd by the King 
for ſome time. 

After the General Meeting, every Mem- 
ber coming after Prayers, was to pay a 
M 1I& to the Poor, which was fer by Ordcr 

of rhe Hauſe. 

None might abſent himielt at any time 
from the Horſe, without maring an Cxculy 
by ſome Member of che Houte ; wi mich Ex- 
ciſe if diſallowed, the Perion Was ether fenr 
for, or reprenc aded when he came. By 
O-der of 25 Feb. 1625. he was to pay Five 
Shillings to the Poor for every day abſence, 

When the Hotfe was {cr, every Memitcr

rations from the reſt, and not to fir down 
in his place till he had made obeyſance 
ro the Cloch of Statc. 

The Members were to keep their Digni- 
ty and Order in fitting as mIch as might 
be, and not to remove our of their places 
withour jſt cauſc, to che hindrance of o- 
thers that fate near them, and diſorder of 
the Houſe ; but when they muſt needs go 
crols the Houſe from one fide to the other, 
they were to make ogbeyſance to the Cloth 
of State. 

By Order of 23 May, 1628. none bur 
Noblemen and the neceffary Atrendants of 
the Houſe, were to come into the Lobby, 
nor the lictle Commurree-Chamber. 

If anv Lord conceiycd niumfſeif tro have 
received any Afiront or Injury from any 
other Member of the Houſe, either in the 
Parliament Houſe, or ai any Commirtce, or 
In any of the Rooms bclonging to rhe Lords 
Houle, he wasto appcal to the Lords in Par- 
lament for his Reparation ; which {iſ he 
ſhonld not do, but occaftion or entertain 
Quarrcls, declining the Juſtice of rhe Houle, 
then he ſhould undergo the fevere Cenlure 
of the Houſe; which was ordered to be a 
ſtanding Order of the Houte, 9 Auguſt 
i 641.

CHAP. VII. 
Tudges and Aſſt ants, 


He Reverend Judges, or ſuch of the 
Privy Council as wefe called by Writ 
to attend the Houſe, did fit on \Woolſacks, 
bur were uncovered until che Lords gave 
them lcave, which they did ordinarily fig 
nifie by the Lord Chance!lor or Speaker : 
Nor &id they ſpcak at any tic, or deliver 
any Opinion until rhe ſame were required, 
and they were admitted foro do by the ma- 
jor part of the Houſe, in caſe of differetice 
abour 1t. 

The Judges were often appointed to be 
aſfiſting unto Commirtecs ot the Houſe 
upon Bills and other Marrcers : In which 
Caſcs of rhe Commirtece, refer any thing 
to tlic confideration of the Judges, rhey 
were ro make report thereot to the Com- 
mice, ard the Commitice to report it 
to the Houſc. Tis was avrced for an an- 
ticnc Order of the Houle, /Aay 4. 1624. 

Sormerimes the Houſe hath referrcd it 
torhe Judges, ſometimes tothe Kings Com 
cil Learncd, to draw Bills in ſpecial Cafes, 
ſometimes to prepare Amendmecurs to Bills, 
upon Debates in the Houle,

[ils have had their riſe cither in the Com= 

I mons Houle, and to after they were 
ingroſed in Parchment, were ſent up to the 
Lords by ſome of the Members of the Com» 
mons Houſe, or elſe they did originally be- 
&n in the Lords Houie, whereof there are 
Preſidents of all forts (except Bills of Snbft- 
dy, or tocharpe the People) eſpecially Bills 
ot Grace , as for "opt x5. Reſtitution 
in Blood, &c. In which cale they were pre- 
{enred 1n Paper. 

Ar the firl reading, it was uſually ler 
pals without being ſpoken unto, unleſs it 
were for the rejection of it ; bur upon the 
ſecond reading everv Member had leave to 
(pcat, and ther upon motion it was colm- 
mitted, 

[In any Debate npon a Bill, no Men mught 
{peak twice at the ſame reading of it, nor 
toany Propoſition, unlets ror explaining 
humlielt iti tome material part of his tormet 
Spcecli, and that without adding anv new 
matter; nor was ſuch Explanation admit + 
ted without leave of the Houie hilt obs 
tained.

When any queſtion was pur, he who fate 
lowelt began firſt ro declare his mind ; and 
ſo the reſt cvepgy one 1n his turn, Which he 
did by rifting up uncovered, and laying, Con- 
tent, Or Not content: And if there were 2 
doubt, ir was determined by Poling, not 
by dividing the Houle. 

Two Perſons are appointed by the Lords 
to count the numbers. 

Upon the paſſing ofa Queſtion,any Mem- 
ber of the Houſe might enter his diflent. The 
time given for doing it, appears by an Or- 
der 5 March 1641. That ſuch Lords as ſhall 
make proteitation, or enter their Difſenrs 
ro any Vores of that Houſe, ſhould make 
their ſaid Proteſtation, or pive dircCtion to 
have their Diffents cntred into the Clerks 
Book the next fitting day of the Houlc. 
or elſe the faid Proteitation or Difſent to be 
void and of none effect. 

Ar the ſecond readins, of a Bil! ty the 
Lord Mountioy might diſpoſe of his Lands 
whereof he 1s Icnant in 1avl, as other Te- 
nants in Tayl may do, by the Laws and 
Staines of rhe Realm, a private Statute of 
27 Hen. 8. to the contrary notwithltanding. ) 
Upon motion of the Lord Marqueſs of Wn- 
chefter, it was ordered the Cauſe thould be 
heard openly in the Houſe on Monday then 
next, by Council lcarned on both fades. 
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CHAP XM 


Concern! "7 Commuttees. 


Ommirtees were uſually appointed for 
Bills, to the end there might be more 
freedom of Debate, as likewiie upon other 
occaſtons of great bulmcis, to prepare the 
ſame for the Houle. 

Theſe Commitrees arc cither particu- 
lar Perſons named for that purpoſe, or 
che whole Houſe turned into a Commit- 
tce. If it were deſired by any Lord that 
the Houſe mipht be put 1nro a Commit- 
tee, it ought not to be retuled, per Ord. 
April 18. 1626, 

\Whcnthe Coinmitcee of the whole Houſe 
aid fit, the Lord Chancellor or Lord Keep- 
er did not {ir upon the Woolfack as Speak- 
er, bur in his proper place. Every Lord 
was ro fit In his duc place whiles the Houtc 
's pur into a Commirtee, If the Com- 
mittee were of fewer number, they met 
11 the Painted Chamber, or the lictis Room 
adjoining, 

Whilcs anv of the Commirree did (peak 
to the relt, he did ir uncovered, bur might 
fit {HiI! it he plate. 

If any of the Judees or Learned Coun- 
ci] were appointed bv the Houte to at- 
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tend fich Commirtce, they were not to 
{it or be covercd, unleſs it were out of , 
favour for infirmity ſake; in which caſc 
ſometimes ſuch Judge had a ſtool ict be- 
hind, but uncovered. 


Committees have power by the ancicat 
Orders of the Houſe, to adjourn themietves 
de die in diem, as often as they pleaſc.

Proceeding on Bills, 


\7 Hen Amendments were reported 
ta Bill, rhey were twice read, 
and if approved, the Queſtion was put for 
the ingrofing the Bill fo amended. The 
triÞ Perton named to be of a Committce, 
made Reports from rhat Committee. Sorae- 
Limes Amendments reported, were referred 
back to the fame Committees to be rcview- 
cd; as in the Amendments to the ACt for 
erecting Houltes ot Correction. El. 39. 

Newember 2. In the Parliament begun 1n 
43 Elz. Amendments were reported to a 
Bill tor Aﬀffarances of Lands. One of the 
Commirtces aftered'to ſpeak to the Bill, and 
to the Amendinents; thereupon a Doubt 
was raiſed, whether ir might be dohe by 
tne Orders of the Honſe. And upon long 
Debarc and Queſtion, it was agreed, That 
any Committee mipht ſpeak 1n like caſe, 
either ro the Body of the Bill, or cothe A- 
mendments., LDON Dr NpLNY them 1n betore 
L2e Bill be 1nproicd. 

Novemb, 21. In thc ſame Parliament, v- 
on reaumg te third tune an ACt tor Aﬀu- 
rances of Lands, objections were made to 
[ome points of the B'Y. The Houſe was

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divided in opinion, whether it ſhonld be re- 
committed, which was pur to rhe Queition. 
The numbers being equal (being rold by tne 
Biſhop of London atud the Lord Gr aj, appoint- 
ed by the Lords tor that purpolc) it was ad- 
judged the negative ſhould prevail, folluw- 
ing therein 'the Rule of Law whercor the 
Lord Keeper made mcation, that where

atrcrwards the Bill being put roche Queſtion 
tor paſſing, was rejectcd. 

After a Bill was ingro:cd,che Clerk oughr 
toindorſe the Title thercof upon the back 
of che Bill, and not within: For want 
whereof, divers Bills ſent ro the Commons 
have been returned to be amended, as ap- 
pears by the Journals of the Commons 
Houſe, 27 Elz, December 19. 17 Fliz. 
May 27. 39 Eliz. Ottob. 24. 4 Sel. 1 Par. 
fac. May 5. 

If the Bill paſſed were originally begun in 
the Commons Houle, then ought the Clerk 
to write upon the ſame when it patſed, 4 
ceſte Bilic les Seipneurs ſont aſſcntms. 

It it begun originally in the Lords Houſe,

The like Rvle was obſerved when any 
Addition (winch containeth in it another

ingrolcd, faving that in this caſe, inſtead 
of the word Proviſion, the word Schedale was 
inſcreed. 

Biils coming from the Commons have 
likewiſe three readings in the Lords Houle, 
in ſuch ſort as Bills originally begun there. 

it upon the ſecond reading the ſame were 
committed, rhe Amendments were to be let 
down in Paper by the Commirree, with re- 
ference to the Line and che Words b:tween 
which it is to be inſerted, and ſo ro be re- 
ported to the Houſe, and if the Houſe ap- 
prove them, or- make any alterations in 
them, then the ſame Amendmeorts as they 
are agreed, are to be ſent with the Bill ro 
the Commons, to be accordingly by them 
amended, if they think good. 

When a Bill is paſſed in either Houſe, that 
Honſe wherein the Bill remaineth, may dc- 
fire Conference with the Houſe char paſſed 
the Bill, it they think 5ood, and nor orher- 
wiſc.

nizance, and that appeareth by the clauſe 
compriſed in the Oath, that he thall make 
known to the King clearly, and expreſly : 
And after that the King is informed in ſuch 
manner, the Chancellor may do the Kings 
Commandment without offence of js 
Oach ; and faith, that concerning his - 
itate, and what the King gave him, it was 
expreſly doneby the Commandment, know- 
ledge, and will of ch& King, and fo not a- 
gainſt his Oath, and that it may not be in- 
tended thar he ſhould be impeached con- 
eraing this matter.
